WHEREAS, on February 8,2022, the

 Council adopted

 Homes for All of Us: Housing

Action Packing Code Update which amended Chapter 14, Article 3, Division 7 of the

Municipal Code and replaced the Voluntary Housing Accessibility Program with the Housing

Accessibility Program; and

WHEREAS, it is necessary to replace the former Voluntary Accessibility Program

with Housing Accessibility 

Program; and
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WHEREAS, the 2022 Code Update Ordinance includes a new definition of a

Sustainable D

evelopment Area applicabl

e to certain development incentive

 programs to

replace t

he curre

nt defini

tion of a Transi

t Priority Area; and
